180 were Pen- 
fioners to the King, hired to vote as he 
liked, and to give away the Nations 
Money whenever he asked it 
This was the Time when two Gentle- 
men in K:nt!, Sir F— B—s and Collo- 
nel D—r by Name, fpeat 11000 lib. 
Ster/ing at one Eletion, ro get into 
Pariitament at a litle Town call'd Fn- 
che/ſea, all the Houfes in which were 
not worch a quarter Part of che Money.
